SOME POINTS TO REMEMBER.

A machine which runs easily. 
and sweetly is a joy to possess, but 
none need envy the’ fortunate 


‘|possessor of it, for a little care 


und attention will Keep a sewing 
machine in good condition for 
many many years. , 

The. most important point to 
remember is that a’ machine 
must. be kept well oiled. Many 
after 
every twelve hours’ ,;work then, 
once in a while , they © give 
their machine a special bath 
by flooding all the working parts 
with paraffin of). This dissolves 
the clogged oil which is bound to 
have accumulated and which can 
then be wiped uway with a rag. 

A fine steel crochet hook js an 
excellent little instrument to keep 
in the machine drawer. With its 
holp one can rench those aggravat- 
ing little accumulations of . dust 
and dirt which get into the work- 
ings'and oi] holes of a machine. 

A small stiff brush js also use- 
ful for brushing out corners.

If a machine has not been in 
use for some time, it should be 
placed in front of the fire'so that

then ojled with paraffin after which 
the handle be turned rapidly so us 
to enable the ofl to penetmte 
thooughly.

With care, a machine needle will 
last for years.
